HELD IN THE HIGH SCHOOL AUDITORIUM 


MILLIS, MASSACHUSETTS 


MONDAY EVENING, FEBRUARY 10, 1941 


The Annual business meeting of the Town of Millis was 
held in the High School Auditorium, Monday evening, Feb- 
ruary 10, 1941, and called to order by the Moderator, Fred- 
erick F, Brown, at 7:55 P. M. The Town Warrant was read 
by the Town Clerk, Lloyd C. King, said Warrant having 
been signed by the Selectmen and attested by Town Con- 


stable, William H. Thorne. 


Art. 1 — To choose a Moderator for one year, a Town 
Clerk for one year, a Town Treasurer for one year, Two 
Constables for one year, One Selectman for three years, One 
member of the Board of Public Welfare for 
Two members of the Planning Board for three ars, One 
Assessor for three years, One School Committe for 
three years, One Trustee of Public Library for three years, 
One Cemetery Commissioner for three years, One Park 
Commissioner for three years, One Sewer Commissi r 
three years and one Sewer Commissioner for one year, One 
Tax Collector for one year, One Tree Warden for one year, 
One Water Commissioner for three years. 


The result of the Annual Town Election held in the 
Grange Hall, Millis, between the hours of 6:00 A. M. and 
3:30 P. M. was read by Lloyd C. King, Town Clerk, and the 
Moderator declared the several town officers elected as read 
by the Clerk.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FOREST WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis: 


The following report of Forest Warden for the past year 
will I believe give you an outline of the operations of this 
Service. 


We answered 83 calls both Alarm and still. 


Mutual Aid has really worked to our Mutual advantage 
this past season. 


Especially do we appreciate the assistance and co-op- 
eration of the State, Out of Town Departments and the 
Townspeople themselves for their very good help at the 
Plain St. fire. 


The Forest Truck is in reasonably good order through- 
out and is ready for work. 


We do need badly and I recommend the purchase of 2000 
feet l-inch Forest Hose. 


The Rubbish barrel problem is still with us, I wish that 
you would locate the barrels as safely as possible away 
from Buildings and grassland, and have Covers for them. 


Rubbish barrel fires have been quite numerous this year 
and a little attention to them may save you a serious fire 
some day. 


The Permit Laws have been radically changed this past 
year and we enclose a copy of them for your guidance. 
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You will note that in April and May, except rainy days 
you can not burn at all. 


This is the period when we have by far the most fires 
and also everyone has some debris or grass to burn in 
Springtime. However no Permits can be issued during these 
months and we urge all to use extreme care, 


Thanking you all for the many instances of cooperation 
this past busy season I remain,

[Chap. 581] 


An Act further regulating the setting of fires in the open air. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Chapter forty-eight of the General Laws is hereby 
amended by striking out section thirteen, as amended by 
chapter two hundred and four of the acts of nineteen hun- 
dred and thirty-eight, and inserting in place thereof the fol- 
lowing section :—Section 13. No person shall set, maintain 
or increase a fire in the open air at any time unless the 
ground is substantially covered with snow, except by written 
permission, covering a period not exceeding five days from 
the date thereof, granted by the forest warden or chief of 
the fire department in cities and towns, or, in cities having 
such an official, the fire commissioner; provided, that no 
such permit shall be granted to be exercised during any por- 
tion of the months of April and May except upon rainy days; 
and provided, further, that persons over the age of twenty- 
one may, without a permit, set, maintain or increase a rea- 
sonable fire for the purpose of cooking, upon sandy or 
gravelly land free from living or dead vegetation or upon 
sandy or rocky beaches bordering on tide water, if the fire 
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is enclosed within rocks, metal or other non-inflammable 
material. The forest warden, chief or fire commissioner, as 
the case may be, may make it a condition for granting a 
permit that any burning shall be done only after four o'clock 
(eastern standard time) in the afternoon and he may revoke 
a permit at any time. The forester may make rules and 
regulations relating to the granting and revocation of such 
permits binding throughout the commonweal Such rules 
and regulations shall take effect subject to section thirty- 
seven of chapter thirty, when approved by the governor and 
council. The forest wardens in towns and officials perform- 
ing the duties of forest wardens in cities shall cause public 
notice to be given of the provisions of this section and shall 
enforce the same. Whoever violates any provision of this 
section shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not more than one 
month, or both. ;

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
TO THE CITIZENS OF MILLIS 


The Board of Selectmen submit the following report to 
the citizens of Millis: 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February, 1941, the 
town voted to appropriate $300 for a garbage collecting 
system, The lowest reliable bid received was one for S600 
covering a term of a year. Accordingly, due to lack of 
sufficient funds, it was impossible to start collecting gar- 
bage until July 15, 1941 and to continue it only to Febru- 
ary 20, 1942. If the citizens of the town desire the con- 
tinuance of this service, we believe it will be necessary to 
appropriate the sum of $700; as this is the amount we be- 
lieve necessary for the full year of 1942. 


The swimming project at the Kingsbury Pond at Med- 
field was carried on during the months of July and August 
and was well patronized by the children. The school bus 
was employed as a means of transporting the children to 
and from the pond. We recommend that the town appro- 
priate the sum of $400. for the continuance of this project. 
The foregoing amount is sufficient, provided we have the 
use of the school bus. 


A system of drainage was installed on a part of Orchard 
Street preliminary to the construction of a new road on 
said street in the spring of 1942. The section of Orchard 
Street referred to extends from the Boggastowe Brook to 
the driveway entering the Mandell Farm. Also a section of 
Village Street at Forest Road was rebuilt and improvements 
were made on Dover Road. Improvements were also made 
on Pleasant Street irom Rockville Bridge to the Norfolk 
line. Likewise on Farm Street from the corner of Alma 
Road to the Medway line, as well as on Island Road. Plain 
Street was rebuilt from the railroad bridge to Holbrook 
Square.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Millis: 


The School Report of 1941 was written during the uncertainties 
of the European and Asiatic World War; in it I described our aims 
to make our school work increasingly practical and adapted to pupils’ 
needs as they realize them. Today we are ourselves in the war, 
more than ever united in the determination not only to win for 
liberty and democracy but even more, to prepare consciously for 
efficient living after the war. This vitally affects our courses, our 
teachers, our pupils. 


There were six changes in our teaching force in the summer of 
1941. Misses Edith Novick (grade 5) Ethel Rosen (grade 4) and 
Olive King (Household Arts) resigned to be married. Miss Velma 
Wilson went to a teaching position in her home city of Peabody and 
Mr. Thomas Costello to a more attractive situation in New York. 
Mr. Raymond Lowe, who had divided his time between Millis and 
Westwood, left us to give full time to Industrial Arts in the latter 
place. These teachers are distinctly missed; at least three had been 
here seven years and all were sincere workers. We haye, however, 
been fortunate in the teachers elected to succeed them. Mrs. Rose 
Martinson Blom, efficient English teacher for twelve years in our 
Senior High school, was chosen to teach the English subjects in our 
Junior High grades. Miss Helen Dillon, graduate of Worcester State 
Teachers College and of Clark University, with teaching experience, 
takes the social sciences in Junior High school. Misses Margaret 
Riley (Hyannis) and Mary Lewis (Fitchburg and Framingham State 
Teachers Colleges) have the two fifth grades. Mrs. Marion Ingraham 
gives two days each week to Houschold Arts, as was done by Miss 
King; but the work in Industrial Arts is extended to four days, under 
Mr. Roscoe E. Twombly, making it possible to give more elective work 
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gram, and are still preparing the various dishes that make up that 
unit. Soon they will plan some balanced meals using the nutrition 
guide. One of these they will prepare in school and serve to some of 
the class and some invited guests. 


“The ninth and cleventh grades have been reviewing dishes 
which they have cooked before, and have also made as many new 
ones as has been possible in the one period that they can have for 
household arts. They are now giving a series of demonstrations. 
This type of work is useful to the girl and to the teacher. It helps 
the girl to find out whether she would like to be a teacher or a 
demonstrator and it helps the teacher to correct poor working habits ° 
and to give needed individual instruction that may have been over- 
looked in group work. Demon tion work also develops a girl’s 
confidence in her own ability as is always shown by the marked im- 
provement in the second demonstration over the first. 


“In all the cooking classes, I have been eniphasizing good nutri- 
tion in the hope that in the case of another national emergency 
twenty years from now, the children of these girls will not be found 
unfit for military duty due to nutritional deficiencies as has been the 
case in the U.S. in this war. The fact is that four out of every ten 
men called under the Selective Service Act were rejected for physical 
reasons, one-third of this number resulting from nutritional deficien- 
cies. These rejected men came neither from the very rich nor the 
very poor but from the middle class, which proves that the fault lies 
not in a lack of money but in a lack of nutritional knowledge among 
today’s homemakers. 


“Perhaps the main purpose in stressing good nutrition is to 
develop in the girls an interest in eating the proper daily foods in 
order to improve their marks in school and their general well-being. 


“Besides emphasizing proper nutrition, I am trying, as much as 
possible, to have the girls cook in family quantities so that when a 
girl finishes the eighth grade she should have the necessary con- 
fidence in her own ability as a cook to prepare a meal for the family 
successfully. 


“I am also planning to give a course to the ninth graders in 
hospitality including suitable recreation for parties, taking into 
account the time of year and the age of persons attending. This 
may be done as a 4H program. 


“With the eleventh grade girls, I intend to give a unit in home 
management covering ‘Managing the Activities of the Home’ and 
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This year we are attempting to operate an educational guidance 
program which we hope to develop more extensively in the future. 
Due to our present teacher-pupil ratio we are unable to assign a 
teacher to full-time guidance work. We are stressing educational 
rather than vocational guidance with the idea of helping each pupil 
to follow the most desirable course during his high school years. In 
the future, vocational guidance will take its proper place in our 
program. At present our plan is operating with each student in the 
ninth grade and those students in other classes who are definitely 
planning to continue their education in other schools. Under our 
present plan each ninth grade pupil has been assigned to a high 
school teacher and must report to his advisor at intervals to have his 
program and course of studies reviewed. It is our hope that the 
students will consider their advisors as confidential aides who are 
sincerely interested in their success.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Our present national emergency, during which millions of young 
adult men have been very carefully examined, disclosed an amazing 
number of physical defects, which undoubtedly is a sad commentary 
on early failure to fit these men for the strains and stresses of life. 


The completion of the annual school examinations at the begin- 
ning of the school year showed a prevalence among the students of 
the same defects which disqualified so many selectees. 


Dental defects were most prominent and special emphasis should 
be placed on this problem. There were a great many with postural 
defects; to help this we instituted daily exercise periods. There were 
also a few cases with heart trouble, several with enlarged or diseased 
tonsils, several with defective vision and hearing, a few minor skin 
diseases, and some cases of enlarged glands. All defects were duly 
recorded and proper recommendations for their eradication or im- 
provement were made to the parents.
